Suck an arrangement seems necessary not 
only for the relief of the lestituie from hunger and 
cold but fcr the relief of others from the constant 
importtuiilies cf mendicants whose actual situation 
they can in most cases know little or noting about.

was OF THE POOR. 

Ib atrnMraoamimicatian w« said that the ooo- 

cem expressed through the city papers for the dia- 
tresses of the poor had a hearty resiK>n«e in the 
Ixvsom of every Keatuckian. We feel a pride in 
sayinK our paa pl e are not surpassed in benevolence 
and libaral% whenever there is an occasion to call 
into activity theoe ennobling virtues. The misfor- 
tona Wtiiarto has been that, in the profusion of 
liberality, the benevolence of our citizens has been 
cajoled mto enterprij>es diaconnvi re ": the wants 
which remain unprovided' for at 'j^. \ < r_v doors; and 
which, now that all the iafeereats involved in a com- 
mon proipartljr tmaUa flreai diaaatar, send Ibrth an 
appeal tMt aioaeaaaoele^Co tiie magnitude of their 
claims, and the imperative ntcesf ity of prompt ac- 
tion for their relief. 

Had the people of Louisville appropriatad a 
moiety of the monej- they have contributed to build 
u[' institutions elsewhere, or devoted a tenth of the 
cl. writable alms wLich have been annually paid for 
tlie insufficient support of the ftoor to the erection 
of a home, a .school, and workshop for the fo.'tering 
care, e lucation, and profitable employment of her 
poor children, au abundant opportunity would now 
navf been found in thoae woifakopa firam the profits 
of vhoee prodncU aU ita «Kpat«ta wwdd ba paid, 
for < the einplo^-ment of all Ae Uwrers in the city 
deprived of work by the pressure of the times, ami 
the physical wants both of children ;irid lal.orers 
supplied without any appeal to the humane and be- 
nevolent sympathies of toe community; and the city 
freed from the consuming tax of constantly recurring - 
charity demands, l^et the j)eople set aliout the woK 
at once of baOdiug this most praiseworthy inati- 
taiion. One that will be permanent and complete 
as 4 means of relief, as well as highly conducive to 
the advancement of the best interests of society, 
and whidi woald afford immediate employment to 
moat if net all the laborers in the city that liave l>een 
deprived of work. Let the jieople toke the enter- 
pnse in hand and come in a ^j.irit of Christian 
charity around thi-* ahar of humanity and make 
such offering to Him upon whose benevolence all 
live, aa will Irft from saiEvingaad degradation both 
the fhiklwin and the laborers. Let the subecriptionfi 
be liberal, aad paid in sach instalments as would be 
scasoely folt, and a sum sufficient t > I my a farm and 
coraoMnoe tiw boUdinga ean be obtuned aad the 
work be at OBoa began. The oocatian demands it; 
the wants of tha poor have ever demanded it; to 
supply «^iah money enoueh has been paid by 
chantaUe oontributkms in this cit^ to build half a 
dozen of snch institutions, and still the wants are 
unsupplied: not onlv unsupplied but annually in- 
creaaing; aiul for wLich the press is now making 
appeals to the benevokat. Is it to be the settled 
policy of the citixeBP of LooisviUe to perpetuate 
these annnal appeals Ibr charity to get the poor 
through the winter; and m doing so to 
increase the evil that demands it? More than a 
hundred thousand dollars are annually contributed 
by 4he citizens of Loais\'ille to meet these 
craaing demands, all of which is lost in the 
oonaaming; and when exhaasted leaves multiplied 
necesai$ies ft>r increasing demands; like "the daugii- 
tereftka horse-leech R cries give, give!" but is 
never filled. From M hose pockets d -es ttiii large 
sam come? Of course from tho.<e who are aide to 

eve. Waold it not be a measure of great economy 
the heierehaK to eorabine three or ftmr annaal 
I iiiliiUaliwi iMa a aBbaoription for the bollding of 
an institution that would aat only afJ'ord present re- 
lief, i'Ut would dry ap U(a aooroe from which these 
demari<U come? It ia MaBMa to plead hard times 
as an excuse for not dohU[ it: in times of such ex- 
tremity the rich must provfoe for the poor by benev- 
olent aid, otherwise toe poor will be compelled to 
lake care of themselves by force. It is a fallacious 
and mistaken policy to attempt to relieve society of 
this ga^p<enous maladv l>y jieriodical charitable 
alma, xne means of relief Hiu»t l>e permanent and 
■elf-snstafaiiBg instead of self-consuming — not only 
corractiva bat nevaativa. We repeat that alms aae 
bat aa aQariaaMi of safeiag, never an eiadkatlan 
of evil: a diesshig of wounds, never a preventive of 
blows. It is true the dastitnte have claims ipon so- 
ciety which ooanof, not to Ije resisted; but are 
t)i'.se claims moat benefieially and saecaagfUly met 
illy feeding the body and starving tJm -JObI '

efaiklren In Lt-oisvllle. Bodies that have to lie fed 
by charity huve hands that can work to help to feed 
them; give knowledge to the minds, aud th-a hands 
w'll cheerfully perform the task. Still tli^- desii- 
tutu must not l>e left to r«ri«h; they must be ftd und 
clothed, and housed aud warmed. The.<se benefits 
furnished tliem, they are prepared to receive with 
profit the noUex charity m means for nuNral, intel- 
lectual, and industrial improvement. None bat 
hard and forlid natures can, with the wTelchedness 
of ignorance and the -vails of^ want around them, re- 
fuse to aid ia the woik of etf^ictinj; this piermanent 
good. Without laiweili^ ttie ability for indostrial 
production and for meettag the dcmaaus of society, 
the more we give the more we may continue to ^rive. 
Were a man with a million to gradually give it all 
to the poor around him, the result would l«e that in 
his circle he would douLl j the liumbtr of the poor. 
Increase of alms increases jxiv crty aad imni_;ruliiy 
by decreasing self- respect and telf-reliance. The 
niore this generation giveain alms to relieve the 
sufferings of the |>oor withoutaiavating their moral, 
intellectual, and imlu trial coaditleaf the BMia the 
next will have to give. So it Ims pnnreahen, and 
80 it has proven els*>where. 

To give to individual .-uffercrs is humane and du- 
tiful, yet what a meager short -coraiug service it is 
in comparison to the implanting of principles, and 
the imparting of qualifications tmit will so advance 
the general good as to prevent and forestall individ- 
aal snffering. If to help one man be a good deed, 
the goodness is increased a thousand fold l>y impart- 
ing the abilitv to a tboaaand to help themselves 
■Bore want, the exoelleaiee of daadt aad principles 
b la their generosit}-; that is the best which gives 
the most to most men. The domestic affections, 
sweet and holy aud im|>erative as thej- are, run but 
short distances. We cannot diversify and . nlarge 
them — by the fmiteness of their nature they play in .i 
small fi.xed circle. But wheu from family atltitious 
we expand to brtxid, humane, Christian allections, 
wh.Ht an upraising and extending of the field! In- 
stead of a score or two, our love, through wise pro- 
visions and generous institations, may warm and ex- 
alt millions. This too little cultivated field lies iu- 
ritiagly at our own doors— the suffering multitude 
are aroiand ns. Amidst the ills whidi ignorance, idle- 
ness, and vice generate the genius of humanity send.s 
f' Tth her entreaties. ri.niminglingwiih the outgushin^ 
sympathies of ( 'iiri-tian lo\ e, supplicating society 
for the seminal potency of the home, the school, and 
the wwkshop to emancipate the young pensioners of 
charity from the dreary abodes of ignorance, and by 
their combined influence shed up-m their future jmtH- 
way of life the siin>liine of joyous planty: while 
their l>enignant beams would be diffused over the 
gloomy prospects of the unemployed lal>orer through 
the certainty of work. 

We leave this interesting theme so full of pleasure 
to tiie lienev<rfeat ndnd aad of promise for good to 
oppressed and down-trodden humanitv, to offer a 
few thoughts on other means of relief for those who 
have lii.'en deprive'! (pf worii. In addition to thi 
proposition of building up an institution for the 
permanent relief of the poor and the eradication of 
pauperism, a work in which they could be most ap- 
propriately employed, lioth in llie erection of the 
liuildin^'s ai.il tlic labors of the workshops, we 
would sucgest the raising of an associated l)enev- 
olent fund for sustaining the manufacturing br<uich> 
es which have been compelled to stop or narrow 
in, and enable Hiem to continue their usual num- 
Iter of laborers. It is a mmdk wiaer and more eco- 
nomical policy for the rich to unite in raising such 
a fund to loan to the emf loyer than to Ive forced 
to support the ojieratives hy charity; for in times 
of such extremity those that have miut &upplv those 
that have not. 'fhe poor aian, whose eapttal of la- 
bor is destroyed by the abuse of money capital b}- 
those who control it, has a right founded injustice 
as well as humanity to be provided for until tlie cor- 
rection of the evil he has had no agencv in produc- 
ing restores to him his privileges-— a light ne will 
mainuiu by force when hunger demands it. Let 
the benevolent furnish winter clothing to the poor at 
what it will cost by buying cloth at wholesale prices 
aud employing the tailors and seamstresses to make 
it up, who'luive l>een turned out of employ, payiug 
them the usual prices or at a higher rate. The poor 
have privations enough to endure and sufferings to 
bear besides the Mouge of the retailer's per cent.; 
and in such a time as this no one should exact profit 
of the poor. The clothing if not bought iiy the jioor 
would Ije worth the cost, and the capital invested 
would not be exhausted or lost, lireau, meat, vege- 
tables, sugar, coffee, soap, candies, and coal furnish- 
ed at cost prices would afford great relief to the poor 
aud not exhaust the funil. During the last winter 
avarice fattuned from the mi-eries of the ] oor, and 
charity was forced to ]»<iy ta.\ on alnnto its insatiate 
cravings; the ItenevoUnt aims for the relief of the 
poor during the ensuing winter should guard against 
such execralile extortion by securine to them the 
opportunity of buying at eoet piieea ia |he Mcessa- 
ries of life. 

'Tlie Monadeliihian Society has a suijscriptioa of 
stock of near a thousaiid doll irs, jjiiyaiiieon demand, 
all in small sums. Of this amount over and above 
ita iadebtednesa. near a hundred doUara has been 
paid, and is in tne hands of the agent; let the re- 
mainder be cjUect^d. aud with the sum in the hands 
of the agent, l)e paid to the irea-urer. at.d let others 
subscribe aud pay a Mitlicient :imount to furnish sup- 
plies to the poor at cost prices during the winter. 
This would leave the fund in the hands of the Relief 
Employment Society' exclusively for the benefit of 
the dettttuie, aad might facilitate their oijeratiou'; 
and more good would be done by giving the destifiitc 
the benefit of both funds, and aHo giving relief to 
the poor that have been deprive<l of work, without 
cliarity. The articles, if judiciously purchased, 
would tie worth the cost if not kold to the poor, and 
the money would, be perpetually invested at the rate 
of six per cent. j)er annum, payable in tuition for 
purposes of industrial education. The relief of hu- 
man suffiiring being one of the legitimate objects of 
the charter, the fond thus accumiuated could !« ap- 

firopriately used in the manner proposed for the re- 
ief of the poor during the winter without diminu- 
tion, and subsequently applied for the higher aud 
broader object of industrial education. Let a public 
meeting t>e called for the relief of the poor, and let 
this with other propositions be considered. If there 
should be other suggestions more feasible and likely 
to accomplish the wject, let then ba ede pt e d . If 
there be any objections to this propoakm let them be 
stated, and let there be a united effort for providing 
some lueans of pernianeut relief, not only in fur- 
nishing supplies but for lifting the poor from degra- 
dation to the levri ef social and relwioas privileges, 
and dry up tUs eternal drain npoa the pockets oi the 
charitable. 

By proper concert and zeal the benevolent aid for 
the poor may be directed so as to furnish them em- 
ployment, and the necessaries of life at wholesale 
prices, and the fund for accomplishing it would not 
be exhausted in the use. In this way the same fund 
could be used toiMifb the recurring wants of succes- 
sive winters or be retamed to the giver. This is a 
prominent feature in the plan proposed for an indus- 
trial school, that the capital iuve-itd would be per- 
petual and the profits from its employment in in- 
dustrial porsaits be appropriated to the fseding, 
clothing, and educating the poor chfldren, while t&e 
adult poor would find paying employment in the 
workshops and farm, so tHat all would L»e provided 
for and the murky stream of poverty dried up. 
House rent should ■« reduced to the poor at least 
twenty-five per cent, while the suspension of lalwr 
continues. The landlord who grinds the poor with 
rent this winter would act the i^irt of Judas if oc- 
casion offered, and rob the graves of his ancestors 
of their ashes to enrich his »oil for a iietter crop. 
There are several t;entlenien of known generosity 
owning forest lands on the railroads who by allnw- 
iag the poor to cut wood, and the railroads trana- 
fiortmg it at half price, and a pittance paid for the 
wootl would enable iiuiny to earn a subsistance, and 
wood could be obtained m this way at a cheap rate
